Four Companies of Illincis Militia Now

CerTratia, III., May W. — Despite the de- 
feat and capture of a fourth of their number 
yesterday at Odin, the Duquoin miners made 
another attack on the Centralia coal mines 
early this morning. The major portion of 
Sheriff Helm’s Ceputies had been concen- 
trated at the armory of the local militia, 
where the captured miners were held as 
prisoners. Only a small force of men was on 
duty atthe mines. It was thought that any 
attack made would be at the armory in an 
effort to rescue the men there. 

At 8o’clock this morning a body of about 
fifty of the Duquoin strikers, who had 
escaped the clutches of the Sheriff in the 
wild chase between Odin and Centralia, last 
evening, got together and crept steathily 
upon the miners. Almost the first the 
guards really knew of their approach was a 
tremendous fusilade of bullets on the office 
of the mine company, where it was supposed 
the guards of the place were stationed. For- 
tunately they were not there, as the side of 
the structure was literally riddled with 
bullets. 

The men on guard returned thefire with 
their Winchesters, and the attacking party 
retreated. Word was sent to the armory for 
assistance, which was sent, but nothing 
more was heard of the rioters during the rest 
of the early morning.

The High Knight of Labor Arrested tor 
Malicteus Lidel. 


WILMINGTON, Del., May 25.—H. B. Martin 
of Minneapolis, a member of the Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor, who was ar- 
rested the other day in Scranton, on a 
charge of malicious libel, is in the city.

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POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED THE CORPSE 
OF ANOTHER AS THAT OF MORGAN, 


There Is No Doubt in Their Minds Now 
That They Were Mistaken, Although 
the Resembiance Was Remarkable — 
The Identity of the Dead Man Will 
Always Remain a Mystery: 


More than eight months ago the body of a 
man who had been found by Officer Daniel 
Sheehan in a dying condition at Eleventh and 
Wash streets, was viewed at the Morgue by 
Timothy Howard and Thomas Murnane, re- 
spectable citizens, and by them ‘‘identified’’ 
as that of Charles Morgan. They testified 
before the Coroner that deceased was a rall- 
road man, whom they had known as a board - 
er in the house of School Director 
John Brady at No. 1220 North Third 
street. When found about 10 a. m. the man 
was almost unconscious, and by the time he 
had reached the City Dispensary, was en- 
tirely so. Nostatement could therefore be 
obtained from him, not even his name. 

MORGAN REAPPEARS. . 

Yesterday Charles Morgan, whom Brady, 
Howard and Murnane all believed to be dead, 
reappeared at Brady's place, and after- 
ward renewed his acquaintance with How- 
ard and Murnane, at their places of 
employment. His story was simply tothe 
effect that, as winter was coming on and he 
had no prospect of employment during cold 
weather, he had, like thousands of others of 
his class, *‘drifted’’ south, where climatic 
conditions are less rigorous with penniless 
men and where in-door shelter is not essen- 
tialto the preservation of life. Morgan’s 
friends have not the slightest doubt of his 
identity and they freely admit that they 
were mistaken. 

**I confess that I believed that the dead 
man was Morgan, said Murnane, who is 
employed onthe Custom- house. Howard 
first saw the body and he came for me, and 
we went down to the Morgue together. I 
was surprised when I saw him, {but I 
have no doubdt about the fact that 
Morgan is alive. The dead man was about 
the same size, age and weight as Morgan, and 
had the same features and complexion, But 
now that the real Morgan has turned up 
there is no doubt that the man we saw is yet 
to be identified.’’ 

THE FALSE IDENTIFICATION, 

The man who passed through the City Dis- 
pensary and City Hospital as an unknown, 
was 45 years of age, and apparently an Irish- 
man. He was found in a semi-unconscious 
condition, and the people of the vicinity of 


Eleventh street and Lucas avenue informed 
Officer Sheehan that de had taken ‘‘rough 
on rats. No diagnosis was offered by 
Drs. Priest and Fitzpatrick, who examined 
him at the City Hospital; aud 
they left that question open. Dr. Heine 
Marks, Superintendent of the City Hospital, 
likewise declined to make a diagnosis, but in 
his report to the Ooroner stated that the 
man was admitted tothe hospital at 10:40 a. 
m., and died at 1:40 p. m., on Sept. 19; that 
his. symptoms were excruciating pain in the 
abdomen and violent vomiting; and 
Dr. Marks gave the Coroner the benefit 
of the police supposition that the man had 
taken poison. The Coroner failed to find 
sufficient evidencein the caseto justify a 
verdict of poison, and rendered one of death 
by alcoholism, as stated. 

The remains were buried by the city, and 
there is small probability that they will ever 
be identified.

MINERS INSIST UPON RECOGNITION oF 
THEIR NATIONAL ORGAN) ZATION. 


They Went the Settlement to Come 
Through the Executive Committee of 
the Cleveland Convention—Mine op- 
erators Refuse to Beoognize Any Ex- 
cept Directly Interested Partises— Meet - 
ing Adjourns and Both Sides Firm. 


What promised to prove an important 
meeting of Illinois mine operators and 
miners was held this morning in the office of 
the Crown Coal Co. on the second floor of the 
Security Building. It was the first time 
since the mines were abandoned 
that employers and employes have come 
together for the purpose of calmly discussing 
the grievances of the men and the first dis- 
position that has been show by the opera - 
torsto bring the strike to an end. That

‘*Buppose,’’ writes this remarkable 
| econamist, ‘instead of a skeleton army 
and an insufficient navy the United States 
offered constant employment to 300,000 
able-bodied men. What a relief this 
would bel What a help against undue 
competition against wages!’’ 

But if the constant employment of 300,- 
000 men in drilling and marching. and 
keeping barracks and arms clean relieves 
labor and helps against undue competi- 
tion, how much better it would be to em- 
ploy 3,000,000 men that way? Then the 
men who are left without uniforms would 
have all the work todo. Of course, the 
work of each man would be doubled or 
quadrupled, because; as our esteemed cor- 
respondent doubtless understands, the 
workingmen left would have to support 
the 300,000 or 3,000,000 men employed in 
protecting ‘‘popular institutions. 

There is no room for doubt that follow- 
ing this plan of giving employment to men 
would soon give labor more work than it 
wants. Each laborer would have to do 
more than he does now or get along on 
less, for all the produce of labor would 
have to be shared with the fellows em- 
ployed in the army. It is possible, but 
hardly probable, that wages would be 
higher, because the taxes necessary for the 
support of the army would have to come 
from the production of labor and capital. 
But work would be plentiful. 

Under this plan there can be no doubt 
that the standing army would be needed 
forthe protection of ‘‘popular institu- 
tions’’ against the people. The men who 
run the popular institutions“ would 
have constant use for the army to keep the 
workers grinding out taxes and in submis- 
sion to law and authority. The country 
would be peaceful and exceedingly indus- 
trious until the people got tired out work- 
ing for somebody else, and then unless the 
standing army were big enough to conquer 
a nation there wouldn’t be much army or

Chicag o Letter Carriers May Be Mounted 
on Bicycles. 
On1caco, May 25.—If the Post-Office De- 
partment listens to Postmaster Hessing a 
large number of letter carriers of Chicago 
will soon be mounted on wheels, and will de- 
liver their mall from dikes. In the investi- 
gation of the question of overtime which has 
engaged the attention of the postmaster and 
his assistants for several weeks, it has been 
discovered that a few of the carriers, who 


own and use bicycles, can make better time 
over their routes than their companions who 
walk and use the.street.cars when occasion 


rs. 

The Postmaster has decided to ask the de- 

ment to permit the use of a portion of 
the apropriation for car fare, which amounts 
to over $20,000 A year, to bBelp the carriers in 
the outlying districts to procure bicycles. It 
is not the intention of the Post-office authorit- 
ties to purchase the wheels for the men, but 
to assist them in the purchase, the money to 
be ally returned to the Government Win- 
staliments. A great deal of time is lost in 
wa oF cars in ing te or returning 
from their routes, and this time is saved by 
the bicycle riders.

A JOYOUS RBEUNION. 


Meeting of Williem A. Martin and Wife 
After Years of Separation. 
Sam Disco, Cal., May 25.—There was a 
notable reunion atthe Hotel del Coronado 
yesterday when William A. Martin, manager 
of the New York Witness, mat his wife and 
chila for whom he has searched for the past 
three years in all parts of the world. Mrs. 
Martin, while revealing dy her strange ad- 
sence that her mind was affected, gave the 


lie that she left home and evaded her bus 
band through her own will alone. 

Martin will leave with his wife and child 
to-morrow afternoon for their New York 
home, accompanied by a private detective, 
who will guard the party. Martin to-day 
made a detalled statement of the facts in the 
case. He corroborated fully the account 
* tena dl given by Dr. Heydecker of the 

isa ppearance of his wife nearly three years 

ago. Hesaid: **‘Iam not, of course, famil- 
lar with the details of Dr. Heydecker’s fight 
with the detectives at San Francisco and 
on the way to Coronado, but the other parts 
of the story I Know are true. The won- 
Gerfal success my wife’s lawyer has had 
in keeping her away from her friends while 
he was handling her estate would not seem 
to be remarkable if one were acquainted with 
the laws of New York State, which are very 
peculiar, and as it happens in this instance, 
outrageous and unjust. Under it he was not 
only not compelled to tell me of my wife's 
whereabouts, but he was strictiy forbidden 
to reveal the address. I have abso- 
lutely no control of my wife’s prap- 
erty, and therefore, with her away, 
with a power of attorney from her, he was 
master of the situation. While Mrs. Martin 
is able to take care of herself, it is apparent 
her mind is affected. Ishall ask for her ex- 
amination and ifshe is found insane, I wish 
the guardianship of the children. Regaraing 
her fortune, I wigh it distinctly understood 
that I do not wish to be placed in charge of 
that, I Will demand that it aI gn pe in the 
hands of trustees for the Denefit of our cbil- 
dren.’’ 
Dr. Heydecker, who was with Martin at 
the Hotel del Coronado, receiveda telegram 
from Seth Sprague Terry to-day threatening 
to sue him for defamation of character if the 
published interview this morning was cor- 
rect, charging that Terry employed private 
detectives at San Francisco to obtain control 
of Mrs. Martin, and that the detective, 
Metier, employed by Dr. Herdecker, had been 
bought off by Terry. ‘‘Terry is weicome to 
all the satisfaction he can get from me,’’ 
said Dr. Heydecker. ‘‘My proof that Terry 
tried to secure possession of Mrs. Martin is 
positive and Terry knows it. 


A Warden in Trouble. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 25.—Charges of a se- 
rious nature have been filed with the Gov- 
ernor against Richard Chase, Warden of the 
State Penitentiary.

Detective Sam Allender, having in custody 
Dr. J. 8. Breeding, arrived here this imorn- 
ing over the Iron Mountain road, at 7:28 

o’clock, from San Aptonlo, Tex., where 
Breeding was arrested several days ago, 
charged with teing a fugitive from justice, 
and also witb forging money orders on the 
wens Fargo Express CO. Breeding is said 
to have had ah office in this city, at 2018 
North Ninth street, under the name of 
Trand, @mith & Foster. This firm is said to 
have been a myth, through which Breeding 
is accused of receiving moneys fraudulently 
from the small banks. around the country. 
Trand, Smith & Foster were supposed to be 
lawyers and pension claim attorneys. 


THE ALLEGED SCHEME. 

The alleged fraudulent scheme, which the 
firm is said to have worked, was to send 
forged money orders of the Wells-Fargo Ex- 
press Co., Dearing some fictitious name as 
beneficiary and endorsed by this same ficti- 
tious person, to banks in different parts of 
the country, generally smalicitics. The frm 
would then, itis said, instruct dy mal: the 
bank Officials to cash the order at the nearest 
express Office ofthe Wells-Fargo Co., and 
to remit to the rm of Trand, Smith & Foster. 
The instructions would de followed out and 
the money would be sent as directed, and it 
ia Claimed that Breeding would be on hand 
at Trand, Smith & Foster’s office to receive 
the remittances, 

One of the first of these orders that went 
East was looked upon with suspicion and 
when traced by the express officials, with 
the assistance of Detectives Tom Tracy and 
lender and Post-office Ins tor Johnson, 
it is claimed the alleged fraud was located at 
Trand, Smith & Foster’s office, where these 
officials claim to have afterward iearned that 
Dr. J. 8.
